PRO CAREER: In his 22nd season as an NFL head coach, and 15th with the Dolphins. Miami has 
won or shared first place in the AFC East in 12 of his 15 years there. Has highest winning 
percentage (.718) among active NFL coaches. Captured backto-back NFL championships, 
defeating Washington 14-7 in Super Bowl Vil and Minnesota 24-7 in Super Bow! Vill. Lostto Dallas 
24-3 in Super Bowl VI and to Washington 27-17 in Super Bow! XVI. His 1972 17.0 club is 
considered NFL's “Greatest Team Ever.” Started his pro playing career with Cleveland Browns as 
defensive back in 1951. After two seasons with Browns, spent 1953-56 with Baltimore Colts and 
1957 with Washington Redskins. Joined Detroit Lions as defensive coach in 1960and was named 
head coach of the Colts in 1963. Baltimore had a 13-1 record in 1968 and captured NFL 
championship before losing to New York Jets in Super Bowl Ill. Overall career record: 242-936. 


BACKGROUND: Outstanding offensive player at John Carroll University in Cleveland before 
becoming defensive specialist as a pro. His alma mater gave him doctorate in humanities, May 
31973. Served as assistant coach at Virginia in 1958 and at Kentucky in 1959. 


PERSONAL: Born January 4, 1930, in Painesville, Ohio. Don and his wife, Dorothy, live in Miami 
Lakes and have five children — David, Donna, Sharon, Annie, and Mike.

MIAMI, DEC, 2 — The Miami Dolphins, despite four touchdown passes anda team record 470 yards passing 
by Dan Marino, lost a 45-34 decision to the Los Angeles Raiders before 71,222 fans in the Orange Bowl. The 
Dolphins moved 62 yards to the Los Angeles three yard line on their first possession, but a third down Marino 
pass was intercepted by Mike Haynes and returned 97 yards for a touchdown. Miami immediately:tied the score 
ona 12play, 72yard drive that culminated in a four:yard Marino to Jimmy Cefalo TD throw. Early in the second 
quarter, a Willian Judson interception of a Marc Wilson pass (23 yard return) gave Miami possession on the 
Raider six. After an incomplete pass, Tony Nathan scored his first rushing touchdown of the season to put the 
Dolphins ahead 13-7 (PAT blocked by Sean Jones).
